AN ECHO OF THE FIGHT,” 
—__——— 
A’ RUSSIAN SURRENDER, 


The following account of the events which 
led up to the surrender of Admiral Nebogatoff 
is supplied to the Hochd by a Staff officer of 
the Admiral who is now a prisoner at Saseho:— 


“In the course of the fighting on May 27th, 
the Russian’ fleet -was thrown into confusion, 
and at night it was disspirited by the torpedo 
attacks. The third squadron under Nebogatofi 
concluded that it would be in-vain to continue 
the fighting any longer against so-strong an 
enemy, and it was decided to run to Viadiva- 
stok with all speed. Ip the darkness and dis- 
order the squadron had lost its bearings, and 
the only course now to be taken was to get 
into touch with Korea.or.find an island. An 
order was given by the Admiral for the vessels 
to do their utmost to ‘discover land, acd 
immediately report to the -flagship. Pre- 
sently -@ report was received from the 
Tsumrud, and. the Admiral headed the 
squadron in that direction... The report was 
soon followed by another Fe that. the land 
in sight was Ul-leung Island, and the position 
of the sqtiadron was then ascertained. En- 
couraged by this discovery, Admiral Nebogatoff 
Bleamed on, snd when turning round the 
island, to our great surprise a strong Japanete 
squadron came in sight. . Admiral Togo’s fla- 
ship was in the van, the VissAda, flying the flag 
of Admiral Misu, bringing up.the rear. The 
Japanese proved too strong to ‘be. fought, and 
“Admiral * chogatoff resolved to surrender. - His 
staff and the commanding officers of all his 
ships agreed without a dissenting voice, ‘At 
this moment the cruiser /aumrud, which is of 
very high speed, dashed outand escaped 

_; -TOGO'S CONVICTION, 

The officer says Admiral Togo accepted the 
offer to surrender without hesitation, aod in- 
vited Admiral, Nebogatoff to his ship, the 
Mikasa,’ He was shown to the cabin of the 
Japanese Commander-in-Chief, and there the 
cramer of. surrender was gone through. 
Upon the conclusion, Admiral Nebogatoff 
opened a general conversation and remarked: 
"I am astonished by the excellence of your 
plan of operations and tactics, and cannot help 
admiring your professional ability... Low did 
‘you come to conclude that we were going to 
pass through Tsushima Straits?” Admiral Togo 
smiled and replied:;—“ You circulated different 
reports, hinting that you were coming by way 
of Soya. or ‘Tsugam Straits, ‘bit: had a firm 
conviction that you were resolved to force a 
passage through Tsushima Straits.

The latest annual: report on Hongkong, 
which covers the ‘work of the harbour de- 
partment, during 1904, shows that the 
Colony's advance towards even. greater pro- 
sperity is being. steadily maintained. The 
Hon. Capt. Barnes Lawrence remarks, ‘in 
his report that, during the year reviewed, the 
tonnage entering and clearing, ‘exclusive of 
steam Inunches .in Incal trade amounted to 
24,754,042 ons, being an increase, compar. 
ed with 1903, of 714,180 tons, and the’ 


| highest tonnage yet. recorded. ‘This unpre- 


‘cedented degree of prosperity isa fact exe 
‘plained by reference hot only to the:steady 
development ofthe Colony’'s shipping, but to a. 
combination ofspeciai circumstances, Among 
this is mentloned the. large influx of colliers 
and other tramp steamers,, in ballast, ‘ate 
tracted to the Far East by the.war. This 
accounts for the increase in the number of 
vessels under theBritish: flag, although on 
theo ther hand it is pointed out that the 
number of ships enteting the port with for- 
eign coloura have decreased owing to the 
disappeargnce of the Russiass and almost 
all Japanese ships from the run. gince the 
commencement of hostilities, It is alsm ducto 
the fact that a large number of sm.ti German 
and Norwegian vessels: were transferred to 
the Japanese const trade, while the number 
of ships carrying the American flag showed 


aconsidernble decrease. How far the ex- 


pansion in the number of British ships 
entering and clearing the port may prove 
temporary time afone will show, hut though 
some of its sources have since been. pructi- 
cally removed the gratifying fact is manifest 
that the trade of the Colony continues to 
show a rapid and satisfactory increase. ‘The 
imports, exclusive of cargoes brought by 
junks and ‘steam launches employed in local 
trade, amounted to close upon eight million: 
tons, and tore than half of this’ was dis- 
charged here. From Japan alone close’on 


1-a million tons of cargo were discharged, 


while Siam is represented next with over 
500,000 tons, the China const coming third 
with nearly’ 350,000 tons, India and the 
Straits Settlements next on the list with over 
320,000 tons of cargu discharg. d, with Great 
Britain just behind, and’ America bordering 
close on 300,000 tons. But over two- 
thirds of the cargo brought to the Colony 
came in Britlsh ships, and the same re- 
mark is applicable in the case of the export 
trade of fe Colony,’ In the latter instance, 
however, cargo ‘from China, entering the 
port shows by far and away the greatest ton- 
nage, Japaneing nearly 400,000 tons be- 
hind with its shipments, while.for India and 
the Straits Settlements just over 325,000 
tons, or 120,000 tons more than that con- 
signed to the Philippines were ‘registered. 
Prosperity is apparent on all sides, and a

THE CURSE OF OPIUM, 


We reprinted yes.erday from an Australian 
exchange the report of -proccedings. at a 
Teprecentative meeting of Chinese merchants 
and citizens.recently held at. Sydney which 

r Fa show that,(hey are determined: in 
lheir effgrts to get the ‘Federal. Government 
to denl- with the opium traffic. A unique 
feature in connection with the movement, 
Temarks our Sydney: contemporaty,: is that 
the leaders’ are men who deal largely ‘in. 
opium, and the stoppage of it means a big 
item in the profitsvof their business. One 
speaker pointed out that’ a case of opium, 
containing 481bs., cost about £9 and that 
the duty thereon was £5, makinga total of 
4185. The merchant had then to get his 
profit, and one would think that this would 
make the smoking of opium almost, prohibi: 
tive. The figures quoted, however, showed 
no diminution In the importation of the drug. 
‘The ‘Chinése merchants in Sydney ‘lost no 
time in giving effect to thelr resolution; for 
we learn that the petition for the suppres: 
sion of the opium traffic has been drafted, 
and is now being distributed. The docu- 
ment is being numerously signed, and it 
urges the Commonwealth Government to 
adopt the es al Prohibition Act of rgor, 
in force in New Zealand, which makes it 
unlawful to import opium in any form suit- 
able for smoking, or to manufacture opium, 
and also: makes it unlawful for any person 
to smoke opium or permit or abet such 
smoking. The penalty is £50 for any per- 
son found with opium ‘in his possession, and 
410 if found smoking orabetting the smok- 
ing of opium. A similar law is in force in 
the Island of Formosa, where it has had the 
effect of completely stamping out‘ oplum 
smoking, Before America took over Hono- 
lulu a similar Inw was also in force, and 
opium smoking was unknown, but’ since 
the new regime the importatidn -of.. the’

After his return to Japan Togo held commis:

The circumstances attending the sinking of 
the British steamer Xoweltng by the Vaniwa, 
of which Togo was commander, will be atill 
fresh in the memory of many, but a biief reca» 
pitulation may nat be uninteresting. © Towards 
the end of July the relations between Jopan 
and China had been strained tO™such a’ point 
that a spark. was sufficient to set the whole 
house ablaze, The, First Flying Squadron, 
consisting of the Namtwa, Yoshino, Takachiho, 
and Adiisushima, vader the,command of Ad: 
smiral Zsedoi, was charged with the duty of

The Va- 
itn at ance fired some blank shat and stopped 
the  Kowshing,” while the 4&iisushima gave 
chate to the “Soko,” After and examination 
of the ship's papers Admiral Togo signalled 
the steamer to follow the Maniwa. Captain 
Galsworthy, of the Xowshing, agreed to obo 


‘the order, but the Chinese troops, who took: 


possession of the ship, would not allow them- 
selves to ba thus captured by the Japanese, 
Admiral Togo sent a boat again to the Kowsh- 
ing for the purpose of taking away the Euro. 
pean officers of the steamer, but the Chinese 
would not allow this to be done. Seeing that 
the Chinese had taken possession of the ship 

the Admiral made up hie mind to sink her, and 
signalled to those on board to quit her at once. 
The Naniwa then discharged ber broadsides 
at the Kowshing, which was sunk in half-an- 
hour. Captain Galsworthy, the First Officer, 
a quartermaster of the Howshing and other 
men were picked up by the Maniea's boats. 
Subsequently, the Vanfwa's action bécame the 
subject of much diplomatic correspondence be- 
tween the British and Japanese Governments, 
and it also evoked much adverse criticism from 
the foreign Press, Such eminent authorities 
on international law as Dr. Westlake and Dr, 
Holland, however, exonerated Togo from 
blame. : : ; 
_ In the engagement in the Yellow Sea and 
the blockade of Wei-hai-wei that followed, Ad- 
miral Togo al yeda prominent part, Sub- 
sequently he was‘sent to Formosa and the Pes» 
adores to take occupation as commander of 
the Standing Squadron, and he remained there 
for several months until his mission. was

During the progress of the Chino-Japanese 
war ogo was promoted to the position of Rear

vice. What ho has achieved in the war is too 
well known to be recupitulated here, Mis re- 
ported that the gallant officer has been the re- 
cipient of many telegrams and letters of eulagy 
from all parts of the world.

In private life Admiral. Togo ia a quiet and 
unassuming gentleman. His wife is a daughter 
of Viscount Kaieda,a Privy Councillor, The 
Admiral has two sons and a daughter, the 
eldest of the former being 21 years of age. If 
he has any particular hobby it is shooting ‘and 
fishing. The Admirals residence at ‘Kami 
Rokubancho, Tokyo, is as unpretentious as its 
master is unostentatious.

‘CRUISER'S OFFICERS, 


Some information has already been given in 
these columns concerning the recent “ holding 


up” of a British steamer by a Russian auxiliary 


cruiser while on the passage from Shanghai to 
Japan, and we are now able to add some inter- 
esting particulars from an interview, which 
Captain Anderson of the British steamer 
Cilurnum, who, with his vessel, is now, in 
Kobe, kindly ‘had with‘a representative of 
this Journal, lt appears that tho Cflurnum 
chartered by the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha, 
left Shanghal on Friday, and June, with a 
mixed cargo, ‘largely consisting of cotton, for 


‘Kobe, She sailed at midnight and about fifteen 


hours afterwards, or, to be precise, at 3.30 p.m, 
on the 3rd, she sighted a warship to the north- 
ward, Later on it was ascertained to. be the 
auxiliary steamer Rion (formerly the Swolensh) 
flying the Russian flag. The Russian boat 
signalled the, Cilurnum to stop immediately, 
which order was .at.once obeyed, Soon 
after four o'clock a boat. with two Russian 


Officers went on board and.demanded to see 


tho bhip's papers, which they. took away 

with them, leaving instructions that the ship 

was not ta move. At half-past five, two boats 
filled with men came. alongside, The men- 
scrambled on deck and, without saying a word, 
commenced opening up, the’ hatches and jet- 
tisoning the cargo. On Captain Anderson pro- 
testing, he was told by the Russjan officer in 
charge that they “were like pirates and could 
do as they liked;" ‘they would examine the 
cargo and intended to throw all..the cotton 
overboard. He spoke excellent English, so 
that no mistake could. possibly have been 
made in what. he.said; If. Captain An- 
derson placed any obstacles ip his way, 

the. Russian officer . continued, his vessel 
would be sunk as others.had heen, The Rus- 
sians proceeded to do exactly what they liked 
and ordered the derricks to be placed. in posi- 
tion so that there might. be as little. delay as 
possible. in the. work-.of. destruction, -. They. 
threw beans, antimony, and cotton overboard 
in large quantities; the exact number of pack- 
ages Toul not be ascertained as an attempt to 
keep a tally made by tho Britishers proved un- 
availing and the Russian tally is suspected of 
being considerably below the mark. From six 
o'clock till midnight the Cilurnum was order- 
ed to follow the cruiser, which was then steer- 
ing a S.S.E. course, At midnight there came 
an order from the Rion that all her hands were 
to return-on bodrd, and subsequently Captain 
Anderson was informed that as fess than half 
his cargo was considered contraband, bis vessel 
would be allowed to proceed. At this, time 
the decks were’ littered with cargo. brought 
from the hold and the Captain requested the 
Russian officer to allow his men to replace it, 
but this was refused under the ples that they 
were in a hurry. - Possibly, the Captain thinks, 
one reason for this hurry was the news which.

A large aod representative meeting of the 
leading. Chinese merchants. and citizens of the 
State was recently held at Sydney at the rooms: 
of the Chinese Empire Reform League for the 
‘purpose of taking the necessary steps to urge: 
upon. the Commonwealth) Government. the 
desirability of prohibiting the. importation of 
opium into the Commonwealth, and seeking 
legislation ;rendering it unlawful for anyone to 
smoke vm or permit.or abet such smoking. 
“Mr. Yee Hing (Messra. On Chong and Co., who 
control. one-third of the. opium trade in this 
State) occupied the chair, and there were many 
others present who were more or less interested 
in the opium traffic. 


The Rev, Young Wai required an assurance 
from those. merchants present who were eu- 
gaged in the opium trada that they were agree- 
able to abide by the request: to prohibit the 
traffic in opium, as he recognised that to some 
firms this meant an enormous sacrifice, . All. 
present gave the required assurance. 


. Mr, Yee Hing gave a detailed statement of 
the movement, which was initiated in .Mel- 
bourne. It was proposed to ask the Chinese 
in Melbourne to distribute petilions for signa- 
ture pei ng tha Commmonwealth, an: 
soon as the Federal Parliament ‘met to wait 
upon the Government and request that the 


| necessary legislation be enacted without delay. 


Of every 200 cases of opium imported to New 
South Wales his firm took 80,- but notwith- 
standing this they were of opinion that if the 
traffic was sioppe it would’ be beiter for the 
Chinese generally, to say nothing of the good 
that would accrue to the Evropean population, 
They all recognized what the prohibition of the 
vile stuff meant to the Chinese community, as

Ten 
years ago few knew anything about the laws 
excluding Chinese and.as few cared anything 
about them, Now all classes are in some mea-

Already 
men have been. appointed; to make a care- 
ful list of all: brands of . goods imported 
from: America and to make such explana- 
tions regarding these ‘goods as. will enable 
all classes to recognize ‘them, Then, too, 
literature is to be distributed to teach the 
people just what is going on.

Ha saw five men alto 
gether, Before the robbers wen in he had 
$80; and that was taken away from him that 
night. The money was placed .in the bow 
upstairs, After the robbers left he found the 
box broken and the money gone. They also 
took a palr of shoes and a pair of trousers.

The Chief Justice was occupied for a few 
minutes this morning in hearing an application 
for the release from prison of Lai Yuen alias 
Lai Wing Cho, one of the partners in the 
Ching’ Hop firm of traders which recently 
went into bankruptcy, ‘Their numerous 
creditors included: Messrs, Siemssen, & Co., 
Melchers & Co, Meyerink & Co, W. G. 
Humphreys & Co, Sander, Wieler & Co, 
Bradley & Co, and Grossmann & Co, 
Mr. P, W. Goldring (of Messts, Bratton, 
Hett & Goldring) appeared in support of the 
application, which was opposed, on behalf of 
some of the creditors, by Mr. F. B, L. Bowley 
the Crown Solicifor), from the office of Messrs, 

annys &, Bowley, . * car : 

In’ making his application, Mr. Goldring 
tendered affidavits showing: that on the 
gth June an isterim receiving order was 
made in the matter. On the afternoon 
of the 8th. idem, the acrauntant and debt- 
or af the firm were seen by'some of” the 
creditors, and, in fact, were seen every day (rom 
the 8th until the t2th June.’ Other affidavits 
filed showed that on the 8th Lai Yuen was in- 
formed that bankruptcy proceedings had been 
instituted against him, but he made no attempt 
(o avoid service of the petition, On the even:

were. Thera were no books there, and it 
appears that, in-the meantime Chow Tak, 
acling with: what authority, | cannot say, had 
been to the shop and ordered the assistants to 
remove the books, [ submit that that was a 
“most extraordinary proceeding, , The principal 

artner of the firm does not know on the even- 
ing of the 8th June where his books are! The 
interpreter, who is supposed io be acting for 
the petitioning creditor, goes to the shop and 
orders assistants to remove books; They are 
taken to the offices of the petitioning creditor 
and are subsequently handed over to the Offici- 
al Receiver, Two very importants books were 
not handed over. Then we have the faci of 
the mataging partner vanishing. 1 submit 
that this man should not ‘be: released 
and that if he is he should ‘bo, ofdered 
to give ‘substantial security for'his ap- 
fearnnce in the bankruptcy proceedings, In 
previous proceedings it has. been the custom 
of the Court when a debtor’has been arrested 
not to allow his release until he has given 
substantial ely for his appearance. If 
this is not done there is nothing to prevent 
this man from vanishing the moment he is 
released, and the probabilities are thot the 
moment be leaves this Colony it will be 
absolutely impossible to get him back again.

His Lordship said. A pplication was made to 
me late on the evening of the 15th, immediate- 
ly after the filing of this petition, for the arrest 
of both partners, The statement made, and 
the statement on which [ naturally acted, was 
that on or about the 8th june the Ching Hop 
firm informed their creditors that they were 
unable to pay thelrdebts in full, On-the fol- 
lowing day the buslness-was closed and “the 

artners of the firm have since been in hiding.” 

‘here was then a general statement, without 
any special reference to the facts, that the two 
partners were ‘in hiding in’ Hongkong ‘and 
about to abscond,” [ appears quite clea: 
{rom the affidavits that between the 8th oth 
toth and rath of June the persons who made 


the declaration wero in intercourse with oneof 


the debtors. Therefore, it is clear that the 
statement about their being in hiding and 
going to abscond was absolutely: misleading 
and should nevor have been made. The, only 
ground which is now alleged in justification of 
that statement is that, “ we believe that unless 
the said Lai Wing Cho is arrested he will 
abscand as his partner appears to have done,” 
That is the only excnse which is made for the 
statement which’ is manifestly inaccurate, If 
ithad nut been for what: Mr. Bowley has said 
that these declarations were made with full 
cupnuaace of the priocipats I should have pro- 
bably ordered the arrest of these four men for 
perjury. I realise eotirely the difficulty which 
everybody in this Colony, who is conducting 
trade'with Chinese experience in matters of 
this sort by deblors absconding at different 
stages of the bankruptcy proceedings on ac+ 
count of the proximity of Canton to Hongkong, 
and Tam doing all [canto facilitate proceedings, 
in a legitimate way, but | cannot sanction the 
illegitimate use of the proceedings of the Court, 
The law requires that a distinct statement 
should be made and grounds'furnished, before 
the arrest of a debfor is ordered, showing that 
he is about to abscond, That is a perfectly 
legitimate provision of the bankruptcy law; it 
is a very stringent provision, but it is a very, 
necessary one. There is no suggestion what. 
ever that this man was guing to abscond.: On 
the contrary, on the affidavits before me, up to 
the ath, he seems to have done what he could 
to meet his creditors, As to whether he has 
met them in a proper way is quite: another 
matter, That matter will be discussed here- 
after. He may have been endeavouring’ to 
promote the interests of ono set of creditors 
rather than another, Rut that does not affect,, 
in any way, the application for the ‘prisoner's 
release. - The only case is one of mare presump: 
tion, aod this man’ must -be immediately dis- 
charged, with all the costs incurred up to the 
present time., In future, I cannot’ accept aff 
davite merely made by: compradores in this 
Matter, There must:.be some - statement 
that the declarations or: affidavits aro made’ 
with the authority of thelr principals, It 
may be that the principals would not .be 
able. to say. that they, | themselves, - believe 
that the debtor is about to. absconds but the 
court must hava some warri-t for believing 
the statements of the compradores, and that 
can beat be achleved by-a statement that the 
‘principals themselves believe the statements of 


“their compradores and believe thatthe applica- 


tion should be made.’ Mr, ‘Bowley has. made 
special application thatthe debtor should not 


ba discharged ‘without security, I cannot 
grant that ‘application, It is perfectly: true. 
that discharge from arrest may not be usually 
ordered without security, but that is where the 
grounds of the ‘original - arrest were proper,

ine United States Gonsul al Mangchau has 
been sending long reports on business in China 
to his Government. In the course of une at 
these he states that the tobacco trade of China 
at the present time is ina critical stage and 
needs to be watched by American. interests.- 
Because of the comparatively larxe sum of 
money expended upon tobacco in its several 
forms, the Chinese authorities have maturatly 
turned their, attention to the trade with a, 
view cf keeping as much of it as possible 
at home, It is a well-known fact that 
they are attempting ta bring moré land 
under cultivation in tobacco, and that they are 
succeeding in their attempt to supplant .the 
forei,n product, The increasing purchasing 
power of the Chinese penple is likely’ to He 
stiown as quickly in tobacco as in anything 
else. There are a number. of changes in the 
course of the tobacco trade, in China in the 
past three years or so which merit special..at- 
tention, The figures on the importation of 
foreien te bacco do not promise a great deal 
for American tobacco interesis. This, how- 
ever, is not to be taken #5 indic sling too much. 
The.importation of foreign stulk and prepared 
tobacro has ceased altogether. enerally 
spent ing, the figures and other facts indicate 
that the Chinese are commencing to improve 
their grades of tobacco -ard their methods of 
handling it. The cigarette factory at Shang. 
hai, now owned very largely by Americans, 
‘has much to do with the change. This en- 
terprise is likely to have large influence on the 
tabacco business in China. At present it is 
u-it g American tobacco to a grent. extent, but 
expert American tobacco men are there with 
the ptrpose of adapting Chinese tobacco to its 
use by treatment of the leaf to remove some of 
the rank qualities. The change, which is like: 
ly to. come in a short time, will be important. 
The concern which controls the foreign tobacco 
trade in China (the British-American Tobacco 
Company} Jast year imported about $4,000,000° 
Mexteun (about $1,850,000 gold) warh of to- 
bacco and tobacco goods. Some cf this came 
from Japin,: probab'y about $t00,coo worlr 
x-ld, but mpst of it came from the Urited 
States. Now that the, Japanese Goverment has 
taken over the tobacco business in Japan as a. 
monopoly, the importation from that country 
into.China {pr the ‘time being has’ practically
